North Hastings Election. Temperance in the Schools. 


In the ** Speech from the Throne” to the 
Legislative Assembly of this Province at the 
opening of the current session, the Minister 
of Eslucation announces a measure to secure 
more general and effective hing of tem- 
| perance in public and high le. Thi in 
a kind of temperance legislation to which no 
one can possibly object, except the spirit of | 
evil himself. In social as in other evils the} 
old milage holds good, that ‘am ounce of | 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.”| 
Many young people indulge in the aso of 
alcoholic beverages without any iden of} 
their dangerous character, aud by the time 
they have learned how dangerous they are, 
thelr eoslavement is so complete that they 
cannot break off the habitual use of intoxi- 
cants, 
The Minister of Edncation should see 
that the temperance teaching in the schools 
is of the most thorough kind, and that it ix 
fonnderd on (1) the most acientitic principles, 
and (2) the most accurate statistics. Child 
ren #hould be tanght that alcohol is a dead- 
ly poison, that even in small quantities it is 
fearfully injorions if habitually nosed, and 
that its prolonged use injures all the vital 
organs and impairs their fonctions. They 
snould be taught that the conversion of 
grain into alcohol ix economically wastefnl, 
apart altogether from the mischief it doos, 
for alcohol is not a food, They shoulil be 
taught to use their inflnence and their know: 
ledge to provent others froin falling into 
drinking habits, and to disconrage in oll 
itimute ways the absurd treating practi 
ces of society, reir attention shontd also 
be steadily directes! to the striking fact that 
the traffic in alcoholic liquors is treated ia 
an exceptional way by all law-making  bol- 
ies, and that itis helged in by restrictions 
of varions kinds and hampered by reguln- 
tions and prohibitions, The reason for this 
should be clearly indicato!, namely that the 
traffic is productive of crime, pauperiam, in- 
sanity and other social evils which ali 
greatly te the cost of government. 

A thorough course of such education will 
do more to make the ext generation tem 
perate than all the prohibitory or restrictive 
Jaws that cal: be enacted, while it will at 
the same time pave the way for the e - 
ive enforcement of such laws. There ie no 
way in which public opinion can be brought 
round so completely to a tound condition on 
this question aw by teaching the young in 
the public schvols. Had something of this 
wort been done during the forty years of oat 
achool system, we would not now be lament 
ing that we have been able to accomplish xo 
litde, If it is said that children cannot af

HOUSEHOLD. 


Emergency Bag and Medicine Ohest- 
honsekecpor should possess an 
“ emergency bag” and « medicine chest, and 
both may be ornamental as she pleases 
without in any way detracting from their 
usefulness. The former it will be well to 
make some conspicuous material, 
such as Turkey red, to be suspended in full 
view, say in the housekeepers’ bed-chamber 
so that every member of the houschold will 
know where to find it in time of need. The 
should be largo coough to hold several 
wide and narrow bandages neatly rolled 
and ready for use, the former for cuts or 
hurts on the body or limbs, and the latter 
for wounded hands or fin, There 
should also be in this bag a packet of court 
plaster, a roll of diachylon or adhesive 
plaster, pieces of old linen, lint, surgeons’ 
cotton wool, a small bottle of collodion. for 
cuts, old muslin for mustard plasters, pins, 
tciasors, and some of the other necessaries 
known to good housekeepers. 
There should be on hand to supplemant 
the ‘Emergency bag” a home medicine 
chest or vaso; these are now made very 
prettily to appear like locked wall-cabinets. 
A handy person can get up one of domestic 
manufacture out of ordinary pine wood, 
ing it to resemble ‘cherry, and furnish- 
ing its doors with handsome mediwval hinges 
and escutcheons of brass, which may be 
purchased at moderate rates at depots for 
rans supplies, 
This chest, whether plain or ornamental, 
will be invaluable to the housewife if on its 
shelves and in its drawers may be found the 
following simple remedies, namely ; essence 
of peppermint, Jamaica ginger, spiritsof 
camphor, camphorated oil, arnica, aromatic 
spirits of nmmopia, spirits of hartshora, 
syrup of ipecac, sweet spirits of nitre anda 
smal) bottle of brandy and o box of mustard 
Brandy and aromatic spirits of ammonia 
should be kept in every houre where there 
are aged persons, as they are sa bipck to sud- 
den attacks of faintness, and both these 
agents afford relief and help restore the cir- 
culation of the blood, Ipecac and mustard 
are invaluable nauseants, the former in 
cases of croup, and the latter in cases of 
suspected, accidental, or other poisoning. 
It may here be added that copious draughts 
of tepid or vomiting ensues, and thereafter 
reapeated]y until the poison is supposed to be 
thrown off, isa good remedy to usc until 
the help of w physician can be procured.

One who has always eaten steak fried\in 
lard ina skillet has yet to learn what really 
good beef is. The average boarding house 
cook has a peculiar rule for cooking steak. 
When she gets up in the morning she puts a 
“Jump of lard the size of a walnut in a cold 
skillet, puts the steak in on top of that and 
another lump on the steak, puts the skillet 
on the stove, and then lights the fire.” 

If the fire were lighted first it would break 
the charm. If you would cook steak in a 
skillet have it (the skillet) smoking hot, put 
in the steak without any grease, turn it five 
times the first ten seconds, and after that 
turn it often, and you will have a good, fair 
steak; but not as good as broiled on the 
coals, 


Tested Receipts. 


Bacnetors Puppinc.—Four ounces of 
bread:crumbs, two ounces of currants, four 
ounces of chopped apples, two ounces of 
sugar, two eggs; boil three hours. Sifted 
sugar to be strewn over. 

BucKWHEAT CAKEs,—Set a batter the 
night before according to the size of the 
family. Use one-half sake compressed yeast 
and one tablespoonful molasses and one tea 
spoonful salt, Set them in an earthen dish. 
Leave a little batter every time, und that 
will be sufficient to rise them with one-half 
teaspoonful sodain the batter every morn 
ing just as you are going to fry them. 

Lams Racour.—Chop cold mutton or veal 
aay fine, season with pepper, salt and half 
cuptul milk. Chop an onion also very fine, 
brown with a spoonful lard and stir into the 
mince. Boil potatoes in proportion to the 
quan’ of meat you have; mash them 
smooth and season with butter, pepper and 
salt. Line your dish with potatoes, put in 
the mince and cover with potatoes except’a 
place in the middle as large as a saucer. 
Beat the yelk of an eggand pour over the 
potatoes. Bake for half an hour. 

Brrr Loav.—Chop very fine or have 
your butcher mince two pounds of coarse, 
leer bene alson spicily with pepper, salt, 
nutmeg, summer savory or sweet marjoram, 
and a cautious sprinkling of minced onion. 
Beat two eggs light and work up with the 
mass, Press hard into a bowl, fit the saucer 
or plate (inverted) upon the meat and set 
adripping pan of boiling water to cook 
slowly for an hour and a quarter, Lay a 
weight on the surface when it is done and 
let it get perfectly cold before turning out, 
Cut in perpendicular slices, 

Rippon Cake,—White part ; Whites of 
eight eggs, one cup of butter, two cupfuls 
sugar four cupfuls flour, one cupful # 
milk, one teaspoonful soda, two teaspoonfuls 
cream tartar, Dark part; Yelks cight 
eggs, two cupfula sugar, three cupfuls flour, 
one cupful sweet milk, two teaspooofuls 
soda, four teaspoonfuls cream tartar, half 
teaspoonful each of cloves, nutmeg and cin: 
namon, one pound citron, one pound raisins, 
Bake in layers, and put the following icing 
between : Whites of six eggs, two pounds 
sugar and one grated cocoanut, 

Snow Caxe.—Three-fourths capfal but- 
tor, two cupfuls white sugar, beaten to a 
cronm ; one cupful of milk, one cupful corn 
atarch, two oupfuls of flour, two heaping 
toaspoonfuls baking, powder ; mixcornstarch, 
flour and baking powder togethor, add to 
the butter and sugar alternately with tho 
milk ; lastly add whitos of seven oggs beaten 
stiff. Flavor with almond, Temg: Boil 
two cupfuls sugar in one-half cupful water 
until it becomes o thick syrup; pour this 
while hot over the wh of two oge boat 
on stiff, boat together until thick and cold ; 
flavor with vanilla, Wot o broad knifo in 
water and smooth the icing on cake.

The Orloff Diamond. 


This magnificent gem, which in its Tyogh 
state formed the eye of an idol in a temple 
near Trichinopoli, was stolen by a French- 
man, who eacaped with his prize to Persia 
and who, fearfulof being discovered, was glad 
to dispose of his ill-gotten gear for a sum of 
about $10,000. The man who bought the 
stone, a Jewish merchant, sold it to one 
Shafras, an astute Armenian, for £60,000. 
Shafras hud conceived the idea that by 
carrying the stone to Russia he would 
obtain from the Empress Catharine the 
Great a princely sum for it. How to travel 
in safety with the stone, the theft of which 
had of course been discovered and pro- 
claimed, became a grave consideration. It 
was too large to swallow, and no mode of 
concealment presented itself to Shafras that 
seemed secure from discovery. Tho way 
in which he solved the problem was remark- 
able. He made a deep incision in the 
fleshy part of his left leg in which he in- 
serted the stone, closing the wound carefully 
by sewing it up ‘with silver thread. When 
the wound healed the Armenian merchant 
set out on his travels quite boldly, and al- 
though more than once ppehenteas rigor- 
ously searched, aud even tortured a little, 
he was obdurate, and firmly denied having 
the stone in his possession. Having at 
length reached his destination he asked 
from the Empress the sum of $200,000 for 
the gem, an amount of money which Cath- 
arine was unable to raise at the moment. 
We next find the Armenian at’ Amsterdam 
with the intention of having his diamond cut 
Here the stone was seen by Count Orloff 
who determined to purchase it for pre- 
sentation to his royal mistress, the Empress 
Catharine. The sum ultimately paid for 
the gem was about $350,000 in cash, to- 
together with an annuity of $500 and a 
patent of nobility. Shafras flourished ex- 
ceedingly aud died a millionaire. Such, in 
brief, is the story of the Orloff diamond.

Phe reason’ why he leayés so much earlier 
than our other Summer migrants is simply 
pecause food fails him, There is nothing 
miraculous in knowing when you are 
hungry ; the merest infant well knows that 
much. ‘The cold upper air begins to feel 
the chilling effect of Autumn long before the 
basking lowland meadows, and when the 
supply of flies falls short in the high circles 
where swifts habitually move, the swifts are 
prompted by an inner monitor (other than 
conscience) to flit southward. So then make 
tracks for Africa in a formed body, devour- 
ing the remaining insects as they go, and, in

Dragomans in cach large village keep order 
and insure the payment of the taxes of grain, 
cattle, and ivory, which are resold to the 
traders to support the government. 

Such are the provinces and the people that 
have apied the life of Emin Bey, or 
rather Emin Pasha, since to this rank he 
has Intely been raised, He is a tall, spare 
man, erect, with a resolute face, partly 
covered by a carefully trimmed Black beard 
and mustache. He has secured the devotion 
of the natives by unremitting efforta for 
their good. A part of the day is habitually 
devoted by him to hospital work. He las 
built good roads forthe people, has had 
them instructed in making cloth, shoes, and 
wagons, and in training oxen to tho yoke, 
and according to his friend, Dr, Felkiv, 
who formed his acquaintance in Africa, and 
has since made known many interesting de- 
tails of his life, it was Kmin who introduce 
there the cultivation of cotton, coffee, ric 
indigo, and wheat, Knowing that his people 
rely on him, and that to abandon his post is 
to tot barbarism, war, and the slaye-trade 
sweep over and’ engulf again the districts 
he has made peaceful and prosperous, he bas 
refused hitherto, as Gordon at Kbartoom 
refused, that personal escape which has pro- 
bably always been possible to him, as it was 
to his companion Dr. Junkes. 

In the spring of 1882 Emin Bey went 
down the Nile to Khartoom, to consult in 
regard to the Mahdi, who had begun his 
portentous career of conquest the previous 
year. Gerdon had already thrown up his 
command, disgusted with the lack of efli- 
cient support by the’government. Emin was 
instructed to return to his provinces and de- 
fend himeelf the best he could. S.on after 
he was shut off from communication with 
the outer world for three years, It is now 
known, from letters sent’ by him through 
missionaries in Uganda to Zanzibar, that he 
was gradually forced to relinquish outlying 
stations, but in the main had held out vig 
orously with his handful of Egyptians and 
his negro forces against the Soudan rebels 
and the cohorts of the slave-dealers. Yield- 
ing ground only on compulsion, he at the 
last accounts was at Wadelai, near Albert 
Lake. There he had established friendly re- 
lations with Karabega, King of Unyoro ; 
but when a recent report came that M’wan- 
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and children, would in forty-eight hours be 
numbered with the dead.

Reciprocity with the United 
Stater. 

The reciprocity question in now being dis 
cussed pretty freely by many of the leading 
journals on both sides of the line. Every 
| Canadian who is capable of thinking believes 

that reciprocity iu trade with the United 
States, to some extent, would be profitable 
to the Dominion. The only difference of 
opinion in this country ie as to how far that 
reciprocity should extend, Al) admit that 
a mutual exchange, free of duty, of the raw 
products of the farm, the forest. the mine 
and the firheries, would be beneficial to Can. 
ada. Here a great many ou this side of the 
line would stop. These persons believe that 
reciprocity in manufactured articles would 
be injurions te many Canadian iniluatries, 
which are now in a ly prosperous condi 
tion, and which promise ty do better still in 
the future. They believe that these infant 
industries are not yet strony enough te 

pete in an open market with the well-devel 
oped manutactures of the United States 

On the other hand our Republican m igh 
bors contend that the advantages of a free 
interchange of raw products are all on the 
side of Canada, The Dominion, they say 
wants very few of the raw products of the 
United States, while the United States af 
fords a wide and profitable market for the 
raw products of Canada. They do not want 
what they look upon as jug-bandled free: 
trade with Canada, The only reciprocity 
possible then between the two countries is 
one in which manufactured goods are in- 
cluded 
Absolute reciprocity with the United 
States wonld greatly modify our commercial 
relations not only with Great Britain Int 
with other countries, It is not hard to sce 
that if the Custom Houses on the frontier 
were closed, i! there were as few restrictious 
on the exchange of commodities between 
Montreal and New York as there is now be 
tween Boston and New York, some arrange 
as to the tariffs of the two countries 
It would never do for Can 
ada to have a low tariff and the United 
States a high one or vice veraxn, Canale 
must adept the United States tariff or the 
United States the Canadian, or the two 
countries most agree upon a tariff in accord.

Hardening Against Colds. 


According to Dr. Brown Sequard’s ex- 
periments, colds generally result from ex- 
posure of the soles of the feet or the back of 
the neck, which are the most sensitive parts 
of the body. He advises as a preventative, 
that the fectand neck be hardened by ex- 
posure to cold, The fect are daily placed in 
cold water, for a few minutes, and cold air 
is blown upon the back of the neck with a 
bellows. ‘Tho same effect may be obtained 
in the old fashioned way of bathing the 
neck with cold water every morning, on ris- 
ing.

If you feel faint, get into a horizontal po- 
sition as soon as possible.

Earthquakes, 


It is manifest that the initial impulse of 
an earthquake must be due to some sudden 
and violent origin. Various causes may be 
conceived as possibly producing the shock. 
For example when the roof of a subterranean 
cavity collapses a concuasion must be pro: 
duced which may have the effect of an carth- 
quake atthe surface, In limestone coun- 
tries, such as Carniola, the ground is honey- 
combed with grottocs and passages, and 
slight shocks of earthquake are of frequent 
occurrence, due, no doubt, to the falling in 
of some of these underground caverns, Moré 
violent effects might arise from the collapse 
of largo emptied volcanic reservoirs, as 
perhaps has occurred at the extinct volcano 
of Ischia, Again rocks of the crust are in a 
state of continuous strain due to various 
causes, and especially to the gradual cou: 
traction that arises from the slow cooling of 
the planet. From time to time there prob- 
ably come moments when consequently they 
snap asunder and read just themselves in a 
new position of equilibrium. A slight dis- 
location of this kind would undoubtedly set 
in motion a series of earthquake waves that 
might devastate the country far and wide, 
while a niore extensive fracture might pro- 
duce such a catastrophe as man has never yet 
witnessed, Such aaa ruptures of rocks are 
not impossibly the sources of the earthquake 
shocks so frequently experienced in mountain 
ous countries. Along the range of Alps, for 
instance, subterranean disturbances are of 

mmon occurrence, varying in force from 
hardly perceptible tremors up to’smart and 
more or less destructive shocks; That 
mountain chain has a long and most inter- 
esting history, which takes us back to the 
European continent. Instéattof having boen 
produced by one primeval “uplift, “the 
Alps have been upheaved again and again; 
and during intervals of ropose their. crests 
and declivities have been slowly worn down 
as they still are to-day by frost and rain, 
springs und brooks, rivers and. glaci 
Yet the repose has. only been comparative. 
That intense crumpling and contortion, the 
proofs of which the tourist gazes at with 
wonder along the mountain sides that plunge 
down into the Lake of the Four Cantons 
has left the rocks below in a state of strain 
from which relief is at intervals obtained by 
asudden snapor crack. Whether or not 
any logical change of level may be apre- 
ciable, cither in the way of elevation or sub- 
sidence, these subterranean tremors, ‘grow- 
ing pains” we might call them, must be re- 
garded as evidence thatthe building of the 
Alps is not yet a complete process. Again,

Valentines. 


Whon asked ** Who was St. Valentine,and 
why should this day be celebrated by send- 
ing love messages and pictures!” one is puz 
ried to answer. There ore several saints of 
the name on the calendar, but there is no 
evidence that any of them over had anythi 
to do with the modern customs of celebrat- 
ing Feb. 14. Nor is it minutely certain how 
these customs grew up; but their basis was 
pretty certainly one of those dark and foul 
primeval ceremonies whose shadows still 
suryive in so many pretty graceful customs, 
full of fragrance and their origin forgotten. 
February in the Old world was piney reckon- 
ed the mating time of birds; and in ages 
of communism and nature-worship, & ayn 
semi religious custom grew up of “pairing off” 
males and females of the human species for 
the ensuing year in the middle of this month. 
This was done by lot, the young people of 
a neighborhood meeting and the names of 
the girls being placed in a box, from which 
the young men drew them: the girl whose 
namo was drawn was tho “ yalentine” for 
the year to the young max who drew it— 
phatis he possessed hér for that period. This 
was gradually softened into paying her at- 

tentions as to a betrothed wife, giving her 
presents, etc, ,—theso mock engagements of 
course often leading to rea ones, and also of 
course leading to a good deal of mischief. 
The early Christian bishops, unable to sup- 

ress this lecherous pagan festival, made 

Spristian holiday of itas of the ** Saturnalia 

and others, connected it with religious observ. 
ances and expurgated its grossness as much as 
poasiblo; and it islargely due to their influ- 
ence that even the quasi betrothals, them- 
selves an innocent shell of the past, gave place 
to sending messages and love tokens. A St. 
Valentine may have been istrumental in this 
reform; but itis most probable that. the con 
nection with his day is purely accidental. 
The “Valentine” used to bo a pleasant letter, 
ornamented with cut paper and other devices 
by the sender, the chict point being to keep 
from the one who received it the name of 
the giver. Of late years, they are made for 
sale; some of them being marvels of cutand 
einbossed paper, and pictures, grading all 
the way downto vile and insulting carica- 
tures, which no decent person would look at 
much less purchase. Whilo the young peo- 
ple made their own valentines the custom 
was a pretty one, and in a country neighbor- 
hood often gave rise to much pleasant guess- 
ing, since they are made by machinery, the 
sending of them has lost its charm, the kind

by & civilized people, To.day only the rad 
est black tribes inhabit thin land, save ina 
few places where the Portugues have es 
tablished stations. The little beehive huts 


betokening a degree of architectural #kill 
which rivals that of the ancient Aztecs. Our 
knowledge of tHesd ruins ia’ still far from 
perfect. Our earliest records of travel and 
trade on the East African coast, extending 
back to tae beginning of the Christian cra, 
do not mention them, Only in recent years 
have the travels of Sclous, Erskine, Mauch 
Baines, Mohr and O'Neil revealed to us the 
monumental evilence this country contains. 

Tho coast town Solala is shown on all 
maps of East Afric Near that town Carl 
Mauch found extensive ruins, remarkable 
for their endurable nature and strange 
shapes. There are partly ruincd walls, 
still 30 fect high and 12 feet wide at the 
baso, built of small hewn blocks of granite. 
In these walls, sometimes 15 to 20 fect from 
the ground, are embedded one end of blocks 
of stone 18 to 20 fect long, which were evi 
dently used to support galleries. Here and 
there, built in the walls or standing by 
themsely are round stone towers which 
evidently rose to heights of 30 to 50 feat, 

imilar masses of masonry are found as far 
as 350 miles inland and a little north near 
the coast, 

It is not positively known yet who built 
these ancient atructures, No traincd archm- 
ologist has visited them and no search has 
yet. been made for inscriptions, though 
O'Neil says he has no doubt from what he 
has recently heard that there are numerous 
inscriptions on the ruins about Manica. All 
the ruins are surrounded by surface gold 
mines. It is belicved that all this country 
was occupied some time before the Christian 
cra by a great Colony, probably of Pha-ni- 
cian origin, and that its chief occupation 
was gold mining. 

Mr, O'Neil says that these numerous ruins 
are nearly as well preserved as those of an- 
cient Egypt, and better than those of As- 
syria. Some day, no doubt, they will be 
systematically studied. Their existence 
thows conclusively that a large region in 
inner Africa, now given up to savage men 
and wild beasts, was subject many centuries 
ago to the control of a people who were con 
siderably advanced in the art of civilization, 

Samer 8 
Trees and Blizzards. 

Prof, Chas. E, Bessey Writes as Follows : 
~The blizzard in its purity and perfection 
is a native of the plains of the North-West. 
The name is now applied to severe storms in 
the East, but the genuine blizzard never 
leaves the treeless region of the Far West. 
When a snow-storm sets in, with the wind 
from the northwest blowing at the rate of 
twenty, thirty, forty and even fifty miles an 
hour, with a lowering temperature which 

‘apidly approaches zero, with the snowflakes 
filling st driving horizontally through the 
nipping air—that is a blizard. On the 
plains the blizzard demon finds every crack 
in the weather-noarding and every loose 
joint in window and door, and through these 
the snowflakes drive with a persistence 
which soon piles up great masses of snow 
within the house or barn, The cold blast 
drives along the surface of the earth and 
actually scours it as with a monstrous sand- 
blast. I have seen plowed fields from which 
the snow and fine earth had been blown, un- 
til they were left as clean as if they bad 
been swept by some giant's besom. The 
Forieonta blast of freezing air filled with 
rosty flakes, sweeping the face of the carth, 
is characteristic of the genuine blizzard. 

Lhayve been much interested in watching 
the effect of troe-planting upon the blizzards. 
The blizzard drives along the surface of the 
ground, and it has for agos upon ages found 
no tree to halt or veer it. The settlers on 
the plains planted trees, however, and 
these trees now stand as obstacles to the full 
sweep of the ice-laden wind. A few days 
ago, as a blizzard swépt over the country, I 
passed through » loosely-planted grove of 
trees, cotton-woods, silver maples, green 
ashes, cto, and noted with pleasure that 
among the trees the violence of the wind 
was greatly reduced, and the flakes of snow 
dropped lazily to the ground, where they 
rested as contentedly as if they had fallen 
upon the tree-covered hills of Ontario. As 
soon as I passed out of the grove I had to 
face again the furious flakes, driving hori- 
yontally in their mad career over the earth. 
‘As often as I passed through a little grove 
of trees, | found that I left the blizzard ; but 
as soon as I emerged from the sheltering 
treee, the blast struck me again in all its 
fury. This bit of experience is duplicated 
thousands of times every day upon the 
plains. The tree-planter has routed the 
blizzard wherever he has set his little army 
trees. Wherever a grove has come into ox- 
istence there the blizzard’s scepter has been 
broken. ‘True, he rules as fiercely as ever 
outside of the groves, but as these enlarge 
his dominion contracts. When once the 
vroves are approximately continuous, and 
when once they haye grown to greater 
heights, the blizzard will be a thing of the 
past. The settlers upon the plains need not 

r the blizzard for more than a half dozen 
years, if he calls to his aid the friondly cot- 
ton-wood, maple, ash, and elm. They alone 
can vanish this terror of the Western winter, 
Lot ovory prairie settler's motto be: ‘* Trees 
rather than blizzards.”

They had no food nor drink for thirty- 
six hours, and the horrors of hunger and 
thirst added to the terrors of the situation. 
The benighted wanderers were taken to 
the station, where they found that beyond 
the serious frosting of there extremities 
they were apparently in a condition to pro- 
ceed on their journey, except Fox, the driver 
who was taken back to Benton for medical 
assistance on account of the critical condi 
tion of his arms and limbs, which were badly 
frozen, As soon as the storm had abated 
the others resumed their journey, all suf- 
fering severely from the terrible adventure, 
and at noon Montgomery's mind began 
to waver under the strain of his terrible 
experience and aceon By night he was 
totally insane and had to be tied to his 
seat. He was taken to the hospital and 
medical assistance summoned. His condi- 
tion is very scrions, but nothing definite 
can yet be said of his ultimate recovery. 
The other two men are not suffering great- 
ly and are out on the streets. 


A Curiosity of Commerce,

ASSOCIATION. 


A general meeting of the County of Hast- 
Cheesemaker's Association wae held in 
Stirling on Friday, March 11th, About 
forty cheese makers attended the meeting. 
At one o'cl#@k, p.m., the President of the 
Association, Mr, R. Robinson, took the chair 
and explained the object of the meeting—to 
discuss the question of spring chee The 
following interesting papers were read:— 


A Talk on Milk and Dairy 
Matters. 


Of all the varions foods used for the sup- 
port of mankind milk in one of the most 
perfect. But while milk has been the natu- 
ral food of the young of all mammalia, and 
while it bas been, for ayes, both ia its natu 
ral and manufactured state, a blessing to 
the poor and a luxury to the rich, little was 
known comparatively of its composition, 
anilfot ita balm vlourtanhereereati peculiar 
conditions, until within the last half century 
While there ure many things abont milk 
which are ebyious enough, there are many 
other things which are not so readily appar 
ent, and which require careful observation 
and attention to become acquainted with 
Indeed the study of milk isa long. and, in 
many respects, a difficult one, It no 
far, proved too difficult, not only for 
practical mon, but even for the most criti- 
cal observer 
The necessity for a more complete know 
ledye of milk by the producer, the manufac: 

the scientist and the consumer is fully 
appreciated, and we hepe to go far enongh, 
at least, to awaken au interest that will in- 
spire an enthusiasm to yo farther, 
That the varied and ex ensive 
milk call for au intimate acquaintance with 
its comporition and peculiar qualities by 
the parties who produce, manufacture, or 
consume it, must be apparent. It is evi- 
dent that a full and complete understanding 
of ull that r lites to the materials to he dealt 
with must give the operator many alvan- 
tages which he woult not otherwise be 
likely te make available. The beter, too, 
the value of milk is anderstoml the more 
extensive will be its consumption, as well as 
the more perfect its production and manu 
facture, Hetce the dairyman should labor 
with the double purpose of learning all he 
can himself and communicating all the 
Knowledge he can to others, with a view to 
a deeper iutere-t in the business and a larger 
consumption of his products, To the milk 
prvlucer the food of bis cow is his raw 
material, and his cowa the machines by 
which it is manufactured iuto an available 
or marketable product. Thy the manufac-

wuch expected of our manufacturers, ax 
pone but perfect woods are expected or ac 
cepted, from the milk furnished, no matter 
how defective, To my mind it seems cleur 
that in no way could we enhance the value 
of our products more tham by yiving careful 
attention to the production of muk iu its 
purity. First them we will direct our atten 
tion to milking, in which there are three 
Histinct points to be regarded. The first 
relates to the treatment of the cow, the sec- 
ond to cleanliness, and the third to th: 
manner of extracting the milk. There is 
piilosophy in milking as well as in ev«ry- 
thing else, and aright and a wrong way of 
doing it Cows should never be hurried ont 
of their natural gait. HWurrying a cow 
when she is full hastens the circulation of 
her blood, and heats both her blood and her 
milk. A very little heating of the blood 
perceptibly affects the milk, It incres 
its olor as well as it modifies the but er or 
cheese nude from it. All harsh and violent 
treatment should be entirely avoided, Kind 
and yentle treatment is absolutely essential 
ty drawing all the milk, When once bega 
a cow should nt be left till she is finished 
Milk a8 quietly aud rapidly as po sible.

Every 
odor that comes in contact with milk is 
grasped aud taken in at once, and its grasp 
ww never slackened. Once takeu in it is 
there permauvntly, and the seeds of every 
ferment thut touches its surface tins such 
4 fertile avil to flourish iu that they spring 
at once into Vizvrous yrowih, and multiply 
wud quickly **Icaven the whole lump.” A 
pail of milk standing ten minules wmere it 
will take the aceut of « strong smelling sta- 
ble ur any other effusive odor, will imbibe « 
smell that will uever leave it This may 
seem like descemding to little things, but it 
must be reinembered that itis the sum of 
such little things that determine whether 
the products of the dairy are to be suld at 
cost or below, or asa bigh priced luxury, 
If milk is to be converted into am article of 
the latter class it must be haudled aud kept 
in cleau and sweet vessels, and must stand 
in pure fresh air, such as would be desirable 
and healthy for peuple to brea. be. 

It has happened every now and then in 
cheese tuctory practive that milk has Leen 
found to coagulate withouc the presence of 
any sensible avidity or rennet. Well auth- 
enticated cases of this kind have ovcasion- 
ally appeared in the dairy papers, aud they 
bave also been mentioned by dairywen at 
their meetings for public discussion. Their 
occurrence hus been the occasion of surprise, 
aud a good deal of wouder as to the cause 
of such a phenomenon, but no light has 
beeu shed upou tue subject further than to 
find that thers is always something tie 
Matter with the milk so alfected, Several 
Instances of this kind bave been brough. to 
my notice at the fuctury uuder my supervi- 
sion, The causes which bring about these 
sceuugly strauge results are tu my opwion 
neither vew nor very muteriully ditfereut 
from those which produce ordigary coagula- 
tivu, ‘There is m milk, when it comes trom 
the cow, 4 very suall quantity ol yeast, so 
to speak, similar to that iu reunet. ‘The iu- 
flacuee of this ferment iu yeast in uew milk 
Varies accordiug to the treatment of the 
milk apd the heulth of the cow from which 
itis taken. Any circumstances which pro 
duce a feverish couditiou iu the cow wil in- 
creuse the coagulating agent 14 ber wilk in 
propertion to the awouut of fever, ‘Lhe 
leverisvuess produce! by eating iuproper 
food, by drinking stayount water or by 
worrying with dogs, will so increae the 
fermentation as to wake the milk coagulate. 
There are also nutural causes, as exposure 
to the hot suu, or When the air is charged 
with clectiicity, as when it lightens, it 1s 
sure to put thunder inte the awk, 


ANIMAL ODOR. 
All who have ben accustomed to 
nandle or use nulk wheo first drawn from 
the cow, ure aware that it hasan odor pe 
culiay to it at that stage, but which soon 
pasnes away if the mill is thivly spread out 
and exposed to the air. Itis to the farming 
community that we now appeal for assis- 
tance on this line. The process is very siin- 
ple and it would materially a-sist in pro 
ducing a fine quality of milk. First, the 
milk stands erected for the delivery of milk 
should all bo covered and the sides pro- 
tected so as to allow a free circulation of 
air, anid still protect the inilk from the sup 
and rain, Tbe inilk as it is drawn from the 
vow should be thoroughly strained in a per- 
fectly sweet and clean can, After the milk- 
ing is completed the milk shonld be thor- 
onghly aired by dipping, so that the au 
odor “may be allowed to escape. 
place the cover on the can, it ix much better 
to allow the inilk to be exposed to a free 
circulation of pure air. It is the milk-

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Hints on Cheese Making. 
BY JAMES WHITTON, CHEESE INSTRUCTOR, 
RASTEKN ONTARIO, 


_ In the spring months, when your cheese 
in required to cure in from 15 to'20 days, or 
even less, use reunet enough to induce cong 
ulation in from 8 to12minntes. To produce 
this result the condition of the milk must be 
considered, 
Milk well matured will coagolate with 
less rennet than when sweet and new, but 
thie should make uo difference in the quan- 
tity used, as the curing of the cheese must 
be considered. 
Always time the process of setting and 
stir from 3 to 5 minutes, so as to thoroughly 
incorporate the rennet with the milk. 
As to the time for cutting the curd I have 
found that 4 times the time consumed in co- 
agulation is a good rule, Fir example, if 
the time consumed in coagalatiou is ten 
minutes, then 40 minutes from the time the 
revnet is added will be the time tu com- 
mence cutting. In cutting great eare 
shonld be taken not to brnise the curd. At 
tois point it depends greatly on the gentle 
handling for the yield. I cut lengthwise 
and then cross with perpendicular. knif 
then leugthwise with horizmtal kuife, cut- 
ting the curd carefally into cubes, I reyard 
the horizontal knife as indispensable, as it 
avoids bruising up by too much slashing with 
the perpendicular knife. 
As I have stated above to use more rennet 
im spring, it also requires less salt, say from 
12 to2 Iba, The action of the rennet will 
basten the ripening process which will go om 
more rapidly by using less salt. 
Heating should proceed slowly at first. 
When your milk is buated to a temp. of 86 
dey. go accurdivg to the condition of the 
milk and temperature of the weather, 
When the whole maxs is heated to the above 
temperature we take a cup holding 4 oz. of 
milk anil into this we introduce a teaspoon- 
ful of rennet of knowa strength aud note the 
time employed in coagulation. If coagula- 
tion begins in 20 sec, add the reanct imme- 
intely. If in 30 sec, then it is evident that 


Another Railway Accident. 


Another terrible railway accident has tuk« 
en place in the United States, this time om 
the Boston and Providence Railway, aud 
not far from Boston. An was the case in 
the accilent un the Central Vermont Kail- 
way last month, this accideut also took 
place at « bridge, the train going throogh 
the bridge down an eubaokment 30 or 34 
feet in height:— 

A despatch from the scone says:—The 
wreck as it lies makes a more appalling roits 
than that of any recent disaster. Ao ades 
quate description of the shapeless mass je 
simply impossible. Of the nine cars which 
formed the train six are in the cut, Thé 
first lies, minus its trucks, near the trach, 
about 400 feet from the nearest bridge abui 
ment, It was the rear truck of the car that 
went wrong first, but the occupants were 
not hurt, being only shaken up, Joat back 
of this car is the second cur of the train, 
This was swept from ite tracks and ite reat 
was crushed in by the car following. The 
thirl car is on the embankment, badly de 
moralised, but retains its general shane, 
The pascennsia in this car were badly shaken 
up, but there were no serious casualties 
among them, It lies partly on its side, 
abont 100 feet from the chasm, Next came 
car No, 87. It is doubtful if amy one escaped 
from this car alive. The bridge entirely 
gave way before it reaclied the onward side, 
but the momentam of the train and the 
strength of the carriages carried it pearl: 
over the chasm, It dropped just before {t 
reaches the abutment anil the body of the 
car dashed against the solid stone wall. The 
force of the shock shot the roof forward se 
that it cleara| the chaam and slid along the 
rails ite full length. The body of the car 
was literally gronad to pieces and the bits of 
wool, iron und hnman bodies were strewn 
on the road beneath forming the foundation 
of the wreck Up to noon those who exauw- 
ined the wreck conld find no distinct trace 
in the rains of this car which conld be iden- 
tified. The only proof that it had existed 
wan the fact that there were plainly nine car 
roofs at different points, and it followed, of 


the process of maturing ought to be carried 
forward te the yiven point first mentioned, 
always taking care not to mature too far. 

Sudden coayulation indicates the presence 
of the milk souring, while that which takes 
longer requires to be matured to a given 
pot. 

If coloring ia to be used it should be added 
before the rennet an! thoroughly mixed for 
at least five minutes, 

Heating shoul! proceed slowly but grada- 
ally increase as the whey suparates, 98 de- 
grees is the usual temperature for cooking in 
spring and summer, bat in fall, when milk 
is richer, I have found it necessary to go as 
high’as 100 to 102 deg. 

To determine the question whether 
curd is properly poaked or not I use the 
iron, The moment the curd will show the 
least sign of draw I separate it from the 
whey at once, Right here lies one of the 
great secrets of success of the cheese-maker. 
The absolute separation of the whey at the 
nick of time when acidity is known to be 
near, and yet has not appeared, For spring 
cheese 4 to 3 inch draw on hot iron is all 
that is required in general run of factories 
hefore salting. After salting I recomm nd 
piling the curs so that it will sweat and he- 
come mellow before putting to press by oc- 
casionally turning it over. 

PRESSING. 

Not much need be said upon this subject 
more thau to hoop rapidly, never allowing a 
full hoop to stand exposed to the atmos- 
phere, as by so doing the curd becomes 
seared over and a defective rind is the re- 
sult. 

To avoid cracks the press cloths should be 
kept pertectly sweet und clean, not allowio 
them to become sour, as the acid causes the 
ends of the cheese to crack.

One of the most effec 
‘ual barriers now in the way of further im 
provement in fictory cheere making lies in 
carrying milk warm and closely confined to 
the factory.

Curing is » process im which we cannot 
use too much caution. Iu spring the curing 
room must be kept at 70 to 80 degrees day 
and night, and in summer 65 to 70 will give 
the best results. 

It is doubtless a fact that many cheese 
are spoiled after reaching the curing room 
through neglect. 

Many cheese makers acem to anppose that 
as soon as the cheese are upon the shelves 
they are out of barm's way and need no fur- 
ther care or attention from thew, and the 
cure of this part of the work is given orer tu 
boys, 

in conclusion I would say that some of 
our best cheese makers are working aywinst 
the tide, as it were, on account of the pro- 
prietors of factories not furnishing them 
with anything like a propor place to cure 
their cheese alter having exhausted all the 
skill which lay iu the power of any mechan- 
ic. As I have already stated it is impossible 
to make anything like funcy cheese where 
the cnrins room is subject to all the changes 
of the atmoaphere. A great many of our 
oldest and wealthiest factories are just in 
that condition, For instance, take Sprim 
brook, Rawdon, and Elzevir at Queensboro, 
where I kuow they have as goo! skill as we 
have in the Domimon, all that is wanted is 
this point remedied,

At 20 degrees 
elevation the same gun Carries’ a shot eight 
miles, Kither of these guns with an cleva- 
tion of 35 degrees could send a shot from 
deep water off Coney [sland right into the 
navy yard. The 19-ton wire guns which 
the new British ,belted cruisers carry have 
a still greater range than the 63.ton guns, 
and with an-elevation. of 20 degrees could 
probably 1a 400-pound shell x distance 
of ten miles.” The point at which ships 
would lie off Conoy Island would be six n 
from t Hamilton and at least three n 
from any army point wliere o lend. battery 
could be erected, The Lagle, therefore, 
wants the Government cither to take the 
navy yard away from Brooklyn, or to build 
ships capable of driving away an enemy's 
ironclads.

But general discomfort is not the only 
evil attending the processes of washing by 
the ordinary, long established methods ; 
there isone more lamentable, and I might 
say fatal, ovil, and that is the early break- 
down of the health of the person on whom 
this labor devolves. And taking into con 
sideration the exposure to sudden changes 
involved in leaving t aming hot kitchen 
to go out into the wintry outdoor air to 
hang up clothes, the fatigue of rubbing, rub 
bing, rubbing on the wash board for hours 
atastretch, also the constant inhaling of 
foul soapy vapors, the alternate soaking of 
thovhanda aad arma in hot water aad cold 
water, is it to be wondered that even the 
strongest constitution gives out? 

It has long seomed strange to me that the 
many advantages arising from inventive 
genius should have been so largely on the 
side of kinds of labor allotted to men. Is 
it because men are readier to appreciate, 
and hence readier to adopt these improve. 
ments which are the result of so much 
thought and ingenuity on the part of man ? 
Tt is well known that the efficiency of these 
improvementa is worth many millions of 
dollars annually to the farming interests of 
this country, to say nothing of the saving of 
labor. Where a man formerly plodded his 
weary way after arude plow drawn by oxen, 
working almost as hard as they, he now may 
sit jauntily on a cushioned seat driving his 
horse or horses, who with the improved ma- 
chines accomplish the necessary labor, And 
so it is with nearly every process connected 
with sowing and hoeing, and weeding, cul- 
tivation and harvesting, man is helped, 
while in the majority of houscholds the wo- 
man's work goes on by the simple and crude 
Processes of our ancestors, I say majority 
advisedly, but not all, for there are house- 
holds in which invention is allowed to do its 
part in helping the wives and daughters as 
well as the husbands and sons, 

T have in mind such a household, in strik- 
ing contrast to the households where matters 
are conducted on old fashioned principles ; 
to these also, however, I hope the day of en- 
lightenment is speedily coming. In this 
household both Rusband and wife, ¢lear- 
headed, intelligent people, are quick to 
grasp an idea and utilize it. Consequently, 
the farming and domestic operations, aided 
by the best mechanical devices, go on as by 
clockwork. Especially SRiereabie is the 
absence of all wash day dread and litter, 
this house being as sweet and agreeable on 
Monday as on any day in the week. 


Household Notes. 


Put freshly baked cakes away as soon as 
cold ina closely covered cake box, 


_ A soapy dish-cloth should never be put 
inside a teapot or a coffeepot. 

Set a dish of water in the oven with cake 
when baking, and it will seldom scorch. 

Do not put salt into soup until you are 
done skimming it, as salt will stop the ris- 
ing of the scum. 

Wash ironware outside as well as inside, 
in hot soapy water, then rinse in clear hot 
water and wipe dry with a dry crash towel. 

Tins shouli be washed in clean, hot, 
BoaRy water, and rubbed freely with min- 
eral soap. This will keep them as bright 
as new. 


Two apples kept in the cake box will keep 
moderately rich cake moist for a great 
length of time, if the apples are renewed 
when withered. 

Never put a good knife into hot grease, 
as it destroys its sharpness, Have always 
at hand a kitchen-fork for turning meat or 


frying potatoes. 

Granite dishes, browned by use, may be 
cleaned by simpiy letting them remain about 
half an hour in boiling soda-Water, then rub- 
bing with a stiff brush or fron cloth. 

Never put pots and kettles on the stove 
half filled with water for the purpose of 
soaking loose whatever may be adhered to 
them, as it has acontrary effect. Put plenty 


of cold water in them, and keep them away 
from the stove. 


Plush goods, and all articles dyed with 
aniline colors faded from exposure to light, 
will look bright as ever after being sponged 
with chloroform. The commercial chloro- 
form will answer the purpose very, well, 
and is less expensive than the purified. 

To Kxer ta FLoor Porisnep.—The clean- 
est and most perfectly polished floors have 
no water used on them. They are simply 
rubbed off every morning with a large 
flannel cloth, which is soaked in kerosene 
oil once in two or three weeks. Shake the 
dust ont of the cloth, and with a rubbing 
brush or stubby broom go rapidly up and 
down the planks (not across them). After 
a few rubbings the floor will assume a_pol- 
ished apponrance that is not easily defaced 
by dirt or footprints.

mass—kept up its temperature, 
of the sun’s heat was equal to that which 
would be required to keep up 176,000 mil 
lions of millions of millions horse power, or 
about 78,000 horse power for every square 
meter—a little more than a square yard— 
and yet the modern dynamical theory 
of heat shows that the sun’s mass would 
require only to fall in or contract thirty-five 
motera per annum to op up that tremen- 
dous energy. At this rate the solar radius 
in 2,000 years’ \time would be about one- 
hundredth per cent. leas than at present, 

A time would come when the temperature 
would fall, and it was thus inconceivable 
that the sun would continue to emit heat 
sufficient to sustain existing life on the globe 
for more than 10,000,000 y Applying 
the same principles retrospectively, they 
could not suppose that the sun had existed 
for more than 20,000,000 years—no matter 
what might h been its origin—whether it 
came into existence from the clash of worlds 
pre-existing, or of disused nebulous matter. 
There was a great clinging by geologists 
and biologists to vastly longer periods,but 
the physicist, treating it as « dynamic ques. 
tion with calculable clements, could come to 
no other conclusion » materially different 
from what he had stated. 

Sir William Thomson declined to discuss 
any chemical source of heat, which whatever 
its cffect when primeval clements first came 
into contact, was absolutely insignificant 
compared with the effects or gravity after 
globes like the sunand the earth had been 
formed. In all the speculations, they were 
in the end driven to the ultimate elements 
of matter—to the question, when they 
thought what became of all the sun’s heat, 
what is the luminiferous ether’ that fills 
space? and to that most wonderful form of 
force upon which Faraday spent so much of 
his later years—gravity.

On Frilay morning last the Richmond 
House, one of the largest hotels in Buffalo, 
was totally destroyed by fire, and am grent

New Gold Mines. 


The discovery of rich gold deposita in 
British= Columlia, close to the imaginary 
boundary line between that Province and 
Alaska, may, it is feared, lead to serious 
trouble if the actual boundary is not defined 
before any attempt is made to develop tl 

valuable finds. In view of the discovery of 
gold in the Pavitic Province the Dominion 
ernment has decided on sending out a 
party to make a yeological survey of that 
pat of the country in which minerals have 
been found, an! to ascertain as nearly as 
possible to who they belong —whether to 
the United States or the Dominion. The 
party will, it is expected. leave Ottawa for 
the Yukon district in April, Doctor Bell, 
assiataut chief of the Geolovical Survey, says 
that he believes the valuable mining lands 
between the heal w ters of the Lewes River 
aud Mount S’. Elias will beoome a source of 
‘lispute between the United States and Can 
ula on aceount of the indetinite houndary 
line.

St. Elias, which lies direotly west of it, 
which abennds in s.lver, copper, lead and 
ore, Dr. Bell says that the Americans

After considering the cases referred to 
they might, if they thought necessary, me+ 
morialize the Government with respect to 
prison labor According to the Iitest re 
torns there were 2,245 vagranta in the enola 
of the provinces, their maintenance coat

te $379. They should not be maintained at 
the cost of the honest laboring man. He ang- 
gested that vagrants be made to work and 
allowed a certain snm per diem, which 
shoald be paid to their families He did nut 
think the people were elncated np to tem 
perance legislation.

GREAT GUNS OF ENGLAND. 


A Description oF THE Process oy MANUFAC 


Tunine THe 


England’s big guns are mado of bar& such 
as that just described, coiled spirally, and 
welded into a solid mass by the hammo 
These red hot furnaces cor 

bar ;at a word the door is slightly raised, 
and with hugh nippers its head is seized by 
loops made for the purpose. A steam winch 
draws on the glowing mass, and brings it to 
a horizontal capstan fixed before the door, 
A water hose is turned upon the loop, and 
while it blackens under the chill a stalwart 
fellow, wielding a heavy sledgo, fixea the 
loop ona nut projecting from the capstan 
wheel. Then the machine revolves with re. 
sistless force, curling the hot metal round 
and round on its drum neatly and smoothly, 
and as easily as one of Jordan-Marsh’s girls 
would wind ribbon. So the coil is formed, 
whether for the breech piece or the body of 
the gun, or for its jacket. This again is 
cooled, and after a while is 

REFINED FOR WELDING 

under the hammer. 

You ought to see this Woolwich hammer. 
It weighs forty tons sheer weight, and when 
it drops it falls forty fect on to a block that 
rests on piles, massive masonry and enorm- 
ous quantities of iron, Between two great 
shafts this hammer is suspended, a solid 
block, which, driven from above by steam, 
and gathering impetus as it falls strikes 
with a force of many hundred tons. A vot- 
eran workman has charge of this massive 
hammer, He starts and dropsit by a touch 
of his thumb and finger. I saw an open 
face watch laid down on the block ; then 
he dropped the hammer, and he stopped it 
just in time to break the crystal—and no- 
thing more, They call this last operation of 
the furnace the ‘great heat,” and about 
every monarch there is in Europe has seen 
it, just as I did yesterday. While I am 
wondering what they thought about it, the 
furnace to be emptied is flaring with im- 
patience. Through the interstices of its 
great door blue, red and purple flames are 
leaping out.

For two 
or three blows the contracted coil attemps 
resistance, but it gives way, and the man- 
dril slips to its base, as into but Then 
the great pincers arc used again, and it 
drops the mass on its side, where again it is 
battered and struck all round. The irregu- 
larities caused by all this hammering are 
afterward removed by the plane, as I have

small quantity of pulverized orris root is 
added; this is the purest and best. In ad. 
dition, we should also suggest that a cotton 
flannel apron, furry side out, is a Valuable 
possession for nurse and mother, asthe little 
one can be taken from the bath on to the 
lap and rolled up in the apron, which an- 
swera at the same time the purpose of a soft 
towel. For wiping of head and face, an 
old white silk handkerchief is a good thing 
to use at the bath. A dainty wrapper, 
which is very inexpensive, can be made 
princess in shape, of cheese clcth and cotton 
wadding. A layer of wadding should be 
tacked between two of cheese cloth, and 
fastened at intervals of a few inches by 
knots of worsted, asin a comfortable, the 
worsted pale blue or pink. The princess 
pattern is then laid on and the wrapper cut 
out, the seams felled on the inside and the 
edges finished by a buttonhole stitch of blue 
or pink worsted. ‘These little wrappers can 
be worn after the bath during the morning,

If stair carpets cannot be 
changed in this way they will not wear near- 
ly so long. 

Meat fed children are cross, and irritable, 
and quarrelsome.

Female Nihilists, 


A month or two ago a serious disturbance 
took place in St. Petersburg. On the anni- 
versary of the death of a noted song-writer 
and patriot, Bogolinboff, some five hundred 
students of the university gathered, to place 
wreaths on his grave, and to hear orations 
in his praise. 

The authorities, however, locked and 
guarded the cometery gates, and would not 
allow the students to onter it. The young 
mén became so excited and rebellious that 
the Cossacks were sent for, and the mob of 
men was dispersed. 

It was a striking feature of this affair that 
among the students wore oyer « hundred 
young women, who belonged to the medical 
classes of the university, On the following 
day these young women were deprived of 
their passports, so that they could not leaye 
the capital, and eighteen of their ringleaders 
were arrested and imprisoned, They will 
be tried, and probably expelled from their 
classes. In former days they would havo 
beon exiled to Siberia. 

The real purpose of this demonstration 
was a political one. Hiss lensing to do honor 
to a dead patriot, they intended to show 
their hostility to the Czar's rule ; and many 
of them, perhaps all, belonged to the great 
Nihilist conspiracy, 

During the whole course of this conspi- 
racy, it has been notable for the large num- 
bor of young women, of every social rank, 
who have become members of it. In almost 

'y instance in which a Nihilist crime has 
on committed, or o Nihilist plot has beon 
dotectod, young Women have beon found 


among the'culprits, 

Some years ago, a girl, named Vera Sassa- 
litch, shot General Tropoff, the chief of the 
St. Petersburg police. Sho declared, on 
bein, aricatot that sho belonged to the 
Nihilists, and was resolved to aid in ridding | ¢ 
asin of her tyrants, Strangely enough, | ¢ 
sho was acquitted, but, was to fly 
from Russia immediately after her xeleasc. 
When, five yours ago, tho asaaasins of the 
Czar Alexander IL. w captured, it was 
found that one of them, Sophio Porovakay 
was a girl of good family and education. 
She was tortured in order to compel her to 
betray her confederates ; and was then oxe 
ented for the part she had taken in the 
crime:

the sap ascends from the roots, each branch | 0 
having its own set of these tubes in the | t 
trunk, arising from one particular portion | p 
f the roots, What we call the sap is large- 
ly water, mingled with plant-food, of which 


earth, up through the tubes of the trunk, | , 
then through those of the branches, and out 
toall the leaves. In the cells of these leaves 
it is exposed to the air, which adds to it 
other materials of food, and fits the whole 
for nourishment. The water, which carried 
up the food, has now done its work, and 
mostly passes off into the air, while the 
plant-food is carried back into the tree, and 
adds to the growth of all parts—stem and 
branch, leaf and twig. 

Of course, when we cut off a branch, we 
interfere with the process; but very differ- 
ent results follow in certain cases. If we 
cut o large one, say four or fi ches 
through, offfrom the trunk, tho sap is found 
to lodge in the tubes from the cut to the 
root, and to soften aud discolour that portion 
of the wood, This injures it for timber, yet 
will not, for other purposes, much impair 
the tree, granted that air and water be kept 
out, The way to keep these outis to cut 
glose to the tree, leaving all smooth and even 
with the bark. A little of the bulge at the 
base of the branch, but not more than a 
quarter of an inch, may be left, when the 
cut should be painted over with conl tar, 
to preserve it from the weather and from 
cracking till the bark grows over, which it 
will at once commence to do, and shortly 
cover it smoothly and completely. It 

nould be remarked that, if we cut off a por- 
tion of a branch, that is, one or more 
branches from a larger branch, still leaving 
plenty, say half, no injury to the wood fol- 
lows, for the remaining branchés have the 
power of perfectiug the surplus sap and re- 
turning the plant-food. 


But when o short stub is left, a very dif- 
ferent action takes place. The bark cannot 
grow over it, and, the checked sap within 
receiving, through the rotting stub, air and 
water from without, decay takes place 
throughout the tubes from the wound to the 
root, andat the stub, where the process is 
strongest, infects the neighbouring tissues 
and, ina few years, forms a rotten cavity 
deep into the tree. Yet we often see, 
in Toronto, when men are set to re- 
a the ‘size of trees in parks or 
strects, a dozen such stubs left on 
a tree. The consequence is that the tree, 
which might, had the branches remov. 
ed been cut closely and the wounds painted, 
not have been in the least injured by the 
operation, weakens, and stands, during life, 
a sickly monument of ignorant pruning. 
Necessarily, for at all these points decay is 
weakening its fibres. A few minutes’ extra 
work world have made all the difference. 

Perhaps it may be well to saya word on 
the method of cutting off branches. All 
of those under an inch in thickness can 
easily bo cut with a knife, always cutting 
upwar'ls, and slightly lifting the branch, at 
the same time. Whero, for Inrger branches, 
asaw is used, the danger being that the 
branch in falling may tear away the bark 
below the cut, it is best first to cut from 
under, one third through the branch, and 
then finish from above. For high branches 
the uso of a praning chisel, on a long handl 
wil save inuch climbing, and with car 
very good work may be done with it, always 
remembering in shortening o branch, to 
make the cut so as to shed the water. 

It must be remembered that the above 
only applies to the deciduous trees. ‘The 
great family of evergreens the pincs, the 
firs, the cedars—are impatient of the knifo, 
and should never be pruned. Let them, if 
they will, branch to the ground, it is their 
nature thus to protect thelr bark from a 
heat and cold to which in their native forests 
it isa stra When older, if the lower 
branches weshould remove them, but 
while in life to cot them creates a wound 
from which gum exudes for years, If it he 
desired, however, to check the growth of 
an evergreen branch, it can be effectually 
done by pinching offaninch or two of the 
ends of the fresh growth for the year. 
Nothing is more astonishing than to ob- 
sorve the manner in which many trees, 
especially in the parks and streots of Cana- 
dian cities, are mangled, ~nder tho idea 
that they arc being pruned, as if the idea 
was that a tree was o tree, and that-any 

ence in its appearance was of no. con-

to all thore, in fact, capable 
of taking pleasure in the beauties of 
of naturo—no two things in the world more 
lifferent than a well-cared for and an i 
nanaged tree.

The Kattle-Snake 


A correspondent of Forest 
writing from San Diego, 
scribes a remarkable match 
Mexican road-runners or ill piasnos, This 
bird is about the size of a pigeon, very 
short wings, strong long logs and bill with 
which it grips its food and scurries away as 
fast as the swiftest horse can ran, It is 
vory bold, and will walk into the kitchen 
and seizo the first thing edible and cut for 
shelter like lightning. Itis easily tamed, 
and very intelligent, and can be taught 
tricks with very little effort. 
Gnrour rancho’ we! always haye ons or 
wo, and the sheep-boys employ their spare 
in educating these birds to a great var 
of tricks and accomplishments. 
| ‘ow, you know with what 
| tom-cat bristles up on the approach of the 
‘‘yaller dog,” or any other canine ; they 
are sworn and natural onemies. In like man- 
ner il pisano is a sworn enemy of the rattlo- 
snake, and when a cock pisano wishes to 
ingratiate himself with the gentler sex, he 
invites the fair ones out to see him polish off 
the first rattler they can find, Itis a Won- 
derful sight to seca fight between the bird 
and the reptile. Iocan best desoribe it by 
telling you what I started out to tell your 
readers. 
Tho boys had a fine young cock pisano 
hich they had trained to fight rattle 
snakes, He developed an aptitude for 
fighting reptiles by practising on those the 
boys caught daily on their route to and from 
ho pastures, to which he always accompan- 
ied them, and by long practice, and encour- 
ged by the reward of a chew of tobacco for 
each reptile he killed, soon became the 
champion of the whole county, the boys 
and shepherds frequently going ina body 
carrying ‘‘ Maximillian,”—(that was his 
name)—in great state on horseback for miles 
to pit him ogainst the bird of some other 
‘anche and wagering hundreds of dollars 
on Max’s ability to kill more rattlesnakes 
han the other in a given time. 
One day last week after the day’s work was

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How To Keer THe WVU, ovr oF PEAs, 


The weevil never enters these seeds after 
they ripe and harvested, Whatever 
insects will attack them are already inaide 
of the sceds when they are harvested, Take 
tho pea-weevil, for example ; soon after the 
blossom withers and the little pod is form 
ing, the parent weevil lays her ogg or eggs 
on the outside of this young and tender 
pod, The eggs soon hatch, and the little 
grubs eat their way through the shell and 
into the forming seed. In the case of the 
pea there is usually but ono grub in. each ; 
while in the k » are often as mar 
as a dozen grub of the pea-weoyil 
grows with the pea, and by the time the 
seod is mature the grub will be full grown, 
and has formed a pupa, in which it will re 
main dormant until Spring approaches. 
The pea seeds when harvested may each 
ontain a weevil, which tLe carcleas ob- 
server May not notice, By planting time 
these will have awakened from their sleep 
and the seeds will be full of weevils. All 
devices to keep the weevils out of peas are 
of use, as they are already in them 
when harvest But we can and should 
kill the weevils before they escape from the 
pens, to prevent the’ Placing 
the seed peas ina tight yar or box with a 
little spirits of turpentine is one of the most 
effective methods, While we cannot keep 
the weevils ont of peas we can kill them 
while they are in them. Buggy peas will 
usually grow, asthe grub does not injure 
the embryo plant. But the food provided 
for the young pea plant has been eaten, and 
the plants from such seeds will be weaker 
and continue to be less vigorous aad pro- 
ductive. It will be far better to burn the 
buggy peas and buy a fresh lot.

Our advice, then, is, if a severe Winter is 

feared, to take advantage of the snow as a 
protective covering of the roots of our or 
This can be 
done by tramping down the first snow that 
comes, or, what would be more efficient, by 
means of a horse dragging a light roller over 
the snow in orchard and vineyard and r 
peating it with every now snowfall, in ord 
to compact it and keep it from blowing off 
Such protection would not always be avail- 
able, but often it might be made so and se: 
ious loss averted. 
It cannot be supposed that a snow cover: 
ing would, in an extreme case, be efficient 
against harm to the smaller branches or the 
fruit buds, but it might save the root, and 
thus, through them, sustain the whole cel 
lular system of the stem or trunk and the 
main limbs. Such treatment might not in- 
sure a crop of peaches, but it might save the 
peach orchard from destruction, If the 
roota can be protected from injury the vi- 
tality of all parts of the tree is sustained to 
some extent ; and this thought leads us back 
to earlier protective treatment—to,tho gen- 
craleultivation. Well cultivated treés and 
vines, those that have been supplied with 
manure sufficient for their wants, that have 
had the soil above their roots stirred during 
the growing season, that have not been en 
feebled by crops too heavy to be borne and 
matured ; ina word, that have had their 
vigor highly maintained—auch trees will be 
far better able to resist the rigors of an un 
usually severe Winter, in connection with 
the adverse conditions of o drought, than 
those that have been enfeebled by poor cul- 
tivation and neglect.

The Bolly River is reported frozen to the 
bottom in many places, The ice is from 
two to three feet thick all over it, 

An explosion of fire-damp occurred in a

The development of the Cascade coal 
mines near Banff, N, W.'T., is being vigor 

ously pushed, and the daily output will

Information has been received at Ottawa 
that the ninety days’ quarantine enforced by 
the State of Kansas against cattle imported 
from Canqga has beon raised, 

It is understood that Sir Charles Tupper 
is still performing the duties of High Com 
missioner, and that nothing has been done 
yet towards appointing his successor, 

Traffic on the Canadian Pacific railway 
has been seriously interrupted in British 
Columbia by {freshets in the mountains. 
Six men while clearing tho track wero 
smothered by a snow slide.

He re- 
ports that some more Bloods have been laid 
out by the Gros Ventres, near the Sweet 
Grass Hills, Of course it is hard to say 
whether this report is to be believed or not, 
but it is very probable that it is true, The 
same Indian says that the antelope are so 
poor and weak, from the effect of the weath- 
er and the great amount of snow, that they 
will hardly get out of a man’s way, and are 
therefore easily killed.

Our lungs are all relaxed, debilitated, un. 
strung; and in this condition the cold air 
strikes them perhaps 60° below what they 
are graduated to and prepared for, Is it 
strange if pneumonia and bronchitis are at 
hand ? 

If we are in the West Indies, oreyen in | 
Florida, and wish to come North in winter, 

we try to make the changes gradual. But 

in our houses we keep up a tropical climate, 

or w orse, for you have not the freshness of 

air that prevails in an open tropical atmo- 

sphere, and we step at once into an atmo- | 
sphere as much colder as 40° difference of 

latitude will make it, It isin effect going 

from Cuba to Iceland at a step, and we 

make the journey perhaps a dozen times a 

day. And often, while we are still shut up 
in our domic ry Cuban climate, Iceland 

comes down upon us from an open window. 

Especially is this likely to occur in school. | 
houses, where children will instinctively 

seck to get a breath of fresh air that has not 
had all its natural refreshing qualities quite 
cooked out by hot stoves, furnaces, or steam- 
pipes. And all these sudden changes and 
shocks of cold come upon us while the whole 
system has its vitality and powers of resist- 
ance gauged down to the low necessities of 
a tropical climate.

Regularity in Eating. 


If there is one table-law about which all 
persons are agreed, it is, that our meals 
should be taken at stated and regular per 
iods. People may differ about vegetarian- 
ism, about sweets, about pics and cakes, 
about tea and coffee ; but Ihave never met 
a person who would insist that regularity 
was of no consequence—that it was just as 
well to take two meals to-day and five to- 
morrow, to take dinner at one o'clock to 
day, three to-morrow, and five next day. 
Without understanding the physiological 
law, all are agreed that regularity is impor- 
tant. 

A long journey by rail does not derange 
the stomach because of sitting in an unven- 
tilated car, for the traveller, may occupy a 
still worse place in the pursuit of his busi- 
ness at home; neither is it because of the 
character of the food furnished at the rail- 
way lunch rooms, for the food at home is 
often worse; but the stomach derangement 
which nearly always comes with the long 
railway trip is, in great part, to be txaced 
to irregularity in the times of eating. Ina 
recent trip, we took breakfast the first morn- 
ing just after daylight, next morning, at 
half-past nine o'clock, the next at seven, and 
so with the other meals; only one day we 
had no dinner at all. When we reached 
our destination we were all suffering from 
indigestion ; some were conscious of no dis- 
ocmfort in the stomach, but not one of ns 
escaped the dullness and depression of spirits 
which comes of imperfect digestion, Among 
the table-laws this one of regularity is pre- 
eminently important.

showers is also given, I do not remember 
that I have as yet mentioned this method to 
your readers, It is as follows; — 

In early spring when the ground has 
thawed out select some time when, as often 
happens, a sbarp night has again frozen it to 
aninch or 20 deep. Then is the moment, 
Get all the you can and cota circle round 
as many young evergreens as you need. Cut 
it about nine inches from the stem, and the 
slight frost above will huld it all together so 
that you can move the tree with a thickneas 
of two to four inches of earth round the 
roots. Place them at once where they are 
to stand, fill all the gaps around with the 
best mould you have, and so contrive that 
the roots will not shake much with the wind, 
either by stakes (but avoid chafing) or by 
earth, which can, if too much, after be part 
ly removed, Plant at its old level, Au ev- 
ergreen gives more hoki to the wind than a 
deciduous tree, but on the other hand, it 
should not be nearly as tall, under three feet 
being best, ent have known six or sov- 

de well. They should never bo 
trimmed, The above method, if the proper 
time be hit, has proved very sure and rapid, 
but if the time pass then about the aad of 
hy will do very well. These tree rows 
will undoubtedly use some valuable land, 
but the loss 0 incurred in very trifling to the 
benefit by their sheltor, especially if we 
could make such planting more general.
